Showing real New England hospitality, 
Boston entertained the delegates and vis- 
itors to the Eighty-Eighth Annual Meet- 
ing of the American Dental Association 
during the week of August fourth. The 
heat wave arrived almost simultaneously 
with the opening session of the Conven- 
tion at Mechanics Hall, where the scien- 
tific sessions and technical exhibits were 
held, is not air conditioned. Despite this 
handicap, most of the sessions were well 
attended, no doubt due to the fact that 
many of the country’s outstanding essay- 
ists and clinicians were on hand.

There fol- 
lowed an address by the President of the 
Federation Dentaire Internationale, Dr.

A. E. Rowlett of England, and the 
awarding of the “Miller Prize” to Dr.

The second general session was opened 
with an address by President Sterling V. 
Meade of the American Dental Associa- 
tion followed by addresses by the Honor- 
able Leo E. Allen of Illinois, Chairman 
of the Committee on Rules of the House 
of Representatives of the United States 
and the Honorable Joseph W. Martin, 
Jr., of Massachusetts, Speaker of the 
House.

DR. ALLAN G. BRODIE 
NAMED DEAN 


After serving for three years as acting 
dean of the University of Illinois College 
of Dentistry, Dr. Allan G. Brodie was 
appointed dean on August 7. He has been 
a member of the faculty since 1929 when 
he organized the department of graduate 
orthodontia and is an authority on the 
growth and development of the face. 

Dr. Brodie is the author of numerous 
papers on the biologic, historical and 
clinical phases of orthodontia and was 
chosen by Dr. Angle to introduce the 
Edgewise Arch Mechanism to the pro- 
fession at a meeting of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society in 1929. He was recently 
named winner of the Georges Villain 
prize for outstanding contributions to 
dentistry at the International Dental 
Congress at Boston. 


POSTGRADUATE COURSES 
OFFERED AT ILLINOIS 


The University of Illinois College of 
Dentistry announces several new post- 
graduate courses beginning in September. 
A course covering the subject “Recent 
Advances in Caries Control” will start 
Wednesday, November 5, and run for a 
period of six consecutive Wednesdays. 
The two hour classes will be taught by 
Dr. Robert G. Kesel and his associate in 
the department of applied materia 
medica and therapeutics. 

Three other postgraduate courses will 
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be presented during the season. A course 
in “Masticatory Mechanism” with Dr. 
Allan G. Brodie heading the faculty for 
the course will start September 22 and 
will run for six consecutive Monday eve- 
nings. “Peridontia 2,” a course concern- 
ing clinical treatment, will be offered 
twice. Dr. Balint Orban, research fellow 
in histology, will head the staff for the 
course which will be given on Wednesday 
evenings starting September 24, and on 
Tuesday evenings beginning November 3. 

Dr. Orban will also instruct a course in 
physiology and pathology of the perio- 
dontal structures which will be offered 
on Wednesday evenings starting Janu- 
ary 7, 1948. 


DR. JOHN H. HOSPERS 
1879-1947 


Dr. John H. Hospers, a member of the 
Englewood Branch of the Chicago Dental 
Society and well known clinician, passed 
away June 12, 1947. He was the victim of 
a heart attack which struck suddenly as 
he was leaving for his office at 25 East 
Washington Street in Chicago’s Loop. 

Dr. Hospers was graduated from 
Northwestern University Dental School 
in 1904. He was best known for his work 
in root canal therapy. He organized the 
Hospers Group in 1934 with Drs. Vincent 
B. Milas, T. C. Starshak and Lester E. 
Kalk as members. This group appeared 
before the Midwinter Meeting of the 
Chicago Dental Society a number of 
times as well as before most of the Branch 
Societies and the Illinois State Dental 
Society. It has made a lasting contribu- 
tion to dentistry and Dr. Hospers, its 
leading spirit, will be greatly missed. 

Dr. Hospers is survived by his widow, 
Rena; two daughters, Helen Rose Yu- 
tima and Ruth Joan Bohart; seven 
grandchildren; three brothers, Dr. Frank 
J., Carl and Cornelius; and two sisters,

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BDITORIAL 


SUCCESS AND FAILURE 


The Veterans Administration, through its vocational advisors, has been en- 
deavoring to select only those veterans for dental training who show aptitude 
for a dental career. Failure of a veteran to complete his dental course once he 
is enrolled is a wasteful procedure. It is a waste of the taxpayer’s money and a 
waste of manpower as well. As most everyone knows, ex-servicemen and women 
are eligible for education at government expense under the G. I. Bill if they 
served in the armed forces for ninety days or more, part of which was on or 
before September 16, 1940, and if they were discharged under conditions 
“other than dishonorable.” Training must begin within four years after July 
25, 1947, or date of discharge, whichever is later. The educational program 
ends nine years from July 25. 


In an attempt to choose the right kind of student the Veterans Administra- 
tion has compiled a series of studies which are conducted at four of the dental 
schools in which it was proven that the chances of a student’s success can be 
predicted more accurately from the quality of his pre-dental college training 
than from the number of years of such training. In other words, any train- 
ing over and above the two years minimum had no effect upon the caliber of 
his work in dental school. Students entering school with a pre-dental average 
of better than B made much better grades during their freshman year in col- 
lege than did those whose pre-dental average was less than B. 


Besides the pre-dental consideration, Veterans Administration has made 
surveys analyzing the correlation between mental ability tests and success in 
dental school. Of course these tests are of more value in predicting the stu- 
dent’s grades in dental theory than in the technical courses. Mechanical and 
dexterity tests are a more reliable way of predicting a student’s chances for 
success in dental school, for more than half of the dental training consists of 
courses requiring manual dexterity. If a student doesn’t have manual dexterity 
from the start he may as well give up. He almost has to be born with it rather 
than attempting to acquire it. But that alone is not enough. The single test 
most needed in this field is one for motivation. A student must be fired with a 
strong desire and an intense interest in dentistry in order to achieve satisfactory 
accomplishment both in school and thereafter. 


Not so long ago a Veterans Administration representative spoke before one 
of the local dental organizations anent the rather devious methods of the den- 
tal program for veterans. He urged everyone to sign up in order to get his share 
of the government bounty. “After all,” he said, “your Uncle Sam is rich.” It is 
refreshing to learn that someone in Veterans Administration has done a right- 
about-face and is interested in saving rather than spending money. And this the 
new educational program seems to be doing. The dental schools of the country 
are hard pressed to find room for all who wish to attend. Hundreds are being 
turned away through lack of facilities. More than ever it is essential that only 
those students enroll whose background of training foretells success..
